The Mathematics Department exem- 
plifies the manner in which Pittsfield 
High seeks newer and more advanced 
learning methods. The school has one 
of the most extensive mathematics 
curriculums in the area, with courses 
ranging from business math and ele- 
mentary algebra through trigonometry 
and calculus. As a required part of 
the tenth grade geometry course, stu- 
dents utilize a teletype which connects 
with the Berkshire Community College 
computer center. In this way they are 
able to develop an interest in the grow- 
ing field of computers. 

We can be proud of the accomplish- 
ments of some of our math students. 
During the past two years students 
have developed new computer pro- 
grams for the printing of schedules and 
report cards which are faster and more 
accurate than the methods previously 
used. In the Eighth Annual Olympiad 
High School Competition in math, 
Pittsfield had an exceptionally large 
representation with one finalist and 
five commended students.

The Occupational Education program provides 
Students with both academic and work-related experi- 
ence. The student spends ten weeks in each shop area 
acquiring, skills and concepts necessary for success 
in that field of work. Shop areas include drafting, 
automotive, and power mechanics, building main- 
tenance, and machine shop for boys and basic prac- 
tical nursing, homecare, childcare, home economics, 
and office practices for girls. Pupils also take 
academic courses in communication and basic mathe- 
matics. 

Students may elect subjects outside the occupa- 
tional education program, and those who exhibit apti- 
tude and interest in a particular field are encouraged 
to enter a standard vocational program. Thus they 
are able to develop their special abilities and to pre- 
pare for successful careers.
